Appellant stated in the Brief that " Claim amendments for the sole purpose of canceling Claims 24. 27. and 31 are filed 

concurrently with this Appeal Brief in a separate paper under C.F.R. § 1.11 6(b)(1). The Examiner has not reviewed and 
entered these claim amendments concurrently filed with this Appeal Brief. " However it appears such amendment on a 
separate paper has not been filed. Thus pending claims remain claims 1-13, 15-19, 23, 24, 27, and 31, all finally 
rejected. Since the Appeal Brief incorrectly states the status of claims, the grounds of rejections ( e.g. as to claim 31) 
and did not present an argument for the rejection of still pending claims 24, 27 and 31, the Brief is defective.
